My Grandfather$s sisters were named Mary and Jane or 
Jennic. Mary married Samuel Baldwin, Jane married a Dunlep. 
James Wills Grandfather's brother's children, as far as 
I can reckolect, were andrew, William, Harvey end Mathew 
Andrew married many years ago and lived in Montgomery Co. 
Kentucky. Williem married and settled in Green County, 
Indiana and died in I833, I do not know whether Hervey 
and Mathew ever married or not. 

My Grandfather's sister,Jane Dunlap's children were 
williem end Alexander. William maried and reised a family 
of children and lived in montgomery County, Kentucky. 
Alexander never maried, I don't know whether there were 


anymore brothers or sisterse 
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My Grandmother's maiden neme was Jane Tillery and was 
raised, I think, in Botetourt County, Virginia. She had 
several sisters of whom I know but little. One of her 
sisters married a men by the name of Thomas Hill.He was 
a preacher of the old Hardshell or Ironsides Baptist and 
settled in Sevier County, Tennessee in an early day. She 
hed only one brother John Tillery. I think he settled near 
Knoxville, Tenn. 

My Grandfather's name on my Mother's side wae" Samuel 
Baldwins J think he was from Scotland and of his re- 
latives I lmow but Little. His wife's maiden neme was 
MaryWills, and was a sister of my Grandfather Wills. 
fhus it will be seen that my father and Mother were own 
cousins,and now right here I want to say that it is my 
advice never to marry a blood relation. I love and reveren- 
ce my parents I think with that love that a child should 
but in this they certainly made a grand mistake,and as 
a result there. few of the offspring that have a constitution 
capable of enduring anything in the way of hardships. I 
myself, although my life has been spared until I am now 
(Jan.5,1870) near fifty-six years old, have alweys had 
poor health and I have noticed the offspring, o11 through 
my life, of persons of near blicod kin have not been sturdy. 
B believe this is the universal opinion of all well in- 


formed persons 

see My Grandfather Baldwin was a cousin of Robert 
Morris, one of the signers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, from the Stateof Pennsylvania. 
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My Grandfather Wills emigrated to Ohio about the time 
that the State was admitted to the Union( 1803) and set- 
tled on the waters of Eagle Creek, about three miles 
from it's mouth, in the County of Brow. In the settle- 
ment lived Wm. Kinkede, Jepthe Beasley, David Mears and 
the Martins etc. My Grandfather and Grandmother Wills 
were each, pious, religious people, members of the Pres- 
vyterian Church. Their children were Margaret, Elizabeth 
William, Tillery, Rebecka and James. My Aunt Mergupot 
never married, She lived with my father and was to his 
children the same as our Mother. She died at his home on 
the SIst of august 1833. She was aged 60 years. My Grand- 
mother Wills and my Grandfather Wills lived with my father 
after he married and lived each of them to a ripe old age, 


end both died at my fathers house. My Grendfather died 
on the 7th of April 1823. Aged about 8I years. My Grand- 
mother died April 23rd 1826 aged about the same as Grand- 
father. 
My father lived in Brown County, Ohio at the time of 

the deaths of Grandfather and Grandmother. 

My Uncle William Wilis married Sarah Shepherd. Their 
children were Amiza, John, James, Susannah,Willis, Marga-

ret Janos Shepherd, Cambell and Sarsh Mary. Amiza never 
married. John married Mary Devore, they had three child- 


ren two girls and a son. 
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James married Mery Ellis. They had four or five childe 
ren, three of them now living (Jan 1870 ) viz. Fliga (or 
Elizer ) Mary and Wick. Susanneh married a man named 
Purnell, They had one child, Susannah died many years ago 
and I think her daughter lives about Aberdeen Ohio, Willis 
married Hester Ann Bassett and died at Shelbyville Indiana 
in the Spring of 1866. They never had any children of their 
own but adopted a little daughter. Margaret Jane married 
aman by the neme of Leedome They have a large family of 
boys. ‘ghey live in Adams County Ohio, Shepherd married 
& ---Mé Daniel, snd has a large family and livesin Shelby- 
County, Indiana, Canibe12 married ---Glaze, and Livesiin 
Adams County Ohio. They have one child living. Sarah Mery 
married James Moore, They heve two children, a son and a 
daughter. They live in Shelbyville, Indiana. 

My Uncle William Wills married his second wife in 1834, 
hor name was Sarah McDaniels, and they had three children 
Andrew, Rachel: and Thomas or William, Andrey died in the 
Union army about 1663. William served through the war in 
Union Army and married after the war closed and lives in 
Indianapolis, Ind. Rachel: married a man named Winterroad 
and lives in shelby County, Indiana. 

My Uncie Tillery Wills married Margret McFadden. Their 
children, as far as I can reckollect were Joseph Howe, 
Susannah, William Boyde, Jane, John, McFadden, Bartlett and 
Catharine. Joseph Howe married for his first wife a Hind- 


man. They had several children. He was living 4 miles North 
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of Georgetown, Brown County, Ohio two yoars ago* William 
Boyde married Jane Gilliland, They have 6 children viz 5 
daughters and one son and I believe now live near Burlin- 
gamee(note by copyist, I am unable to make out the State 
it could be Kentucky or Tenn.) Jame married a man named 
~--Howard. He died some years ago. Shoe has since re-~ 
married but I do not know the man's name. McFadden marr- 
ied a Purdom and lives in Georgetown, Ohio. They have two 
sons. John married but I do not know the name of his wife. 
He lives near Georgetown, Ohio and has a large femily of 
children, Bartlett and Rebeckgx are dead. 

My Aunt Elizabeth Willis married Robert Johnston. Their 
children were John Wills, James, Robert, Shepherd, Joseph, 
William and Tillery. John Wills never married and lives in 
LaSalle County, Illinois. James married -~-Jacobs and he 
(James) died in I85I. Robert married end lived in Kentucky 
He died some years ago with the cholera. Shepherd married 
---Graham end was living in Iowa the last I heard from him. 
Joseph married a widom. Her maiden name wes McClung. They 
ieee one son and live in La Salle County Illinois. wili- 
fam ta married and lives in Brow or Highland County Ohio. 
Tillery married some years agoe They have several child- 
ren and live in La salle County, Illinois. Willian Tillery 
Johnston were twins and my Aunt Elizabeth died a few hours 
after they were born.

William, Sirrildea and I have for= 
gotten the name of the other, it was a daughter. She (Jane) 
died in Green County, Indiana about 1644 or 1845. Angeline 
married Campbell Howard and they have always lived near 
Ripley Ohio. They have several children. Robert married 
Lydia Yoss. They were living in Clayton, Indiane, two 
years ago. Isabella married John Parker. They live near 

@ place called Philedelphia in Indiana. They have a large 
family William married a Beam. She died some years ago 
They never had eny children to my knowledge. He again mar- 
ried Margaret Willis a widow, in 1867. They now live in 
Saybrook, MeLean County, Ill. My Uncle Forsyth died be- 
fore their searan born and my Aunt Rebeccs was killed. She 
was thrown from a horse and died in 1834, 

My Grendfathor Baldwin @migrated to Kentucky sometime 
between I788 or I789 and settled in Montgomery County and 
died soon after, leaving my Grandmother with seven child- 
ren to raise, Their children were, Elizabeth, William, 


Johannah, Sarah, Thomas, Mary Jane and Cherityé My Aunt 


Elizabeth married Robert Harrah. Their children were 
David Osborn, Evaline, William, Caroline, Samuel Baldwin, 


and Harvey. David Osborne married Rebecca Reeves in 1833 
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They live in Green County Indiana. They have no children, 
Evaline married James Armstrong. They had several child- 

ren, Ge, Armstrong) died some years ago. His widow lives 

with her children in Green County, Indiana. William died 

in 1834. Caroline married aman named Diserd. She had one Son 
She died a number of yoars ago. Senmel Baldwin married 

a widow named Marish Hompstead. Hor maiden name was Scotte 
They live in Worthington, Green County, Indiana and raised 
four children viz. three daughters, one son. Harvey died 
wherfa boy. 

My Aunt Johanneah married a man named George Kinkade. 
Their children were Samuel BMwin, Elizabeth, willis, 
Mery, Washington and Minerva. Elizabeth married ---- 
Buckner. Baldwin and Minerva married many years ago and 
of them I know but little. I think they live in Missouri. 
Willis died when a young men. Weshington married his 
cousin Prankie Collins. They live in Missouri. I do not 
know the place nor how many children they have. 

My Aunt Sarah married Richard Collins. They had two

children, Frankie and Samuel Re,died when Samucl R. wes a 
baby. My Uncle Thomas married Elizabeth Cobb. They had 
two children, Samuel and Jesse. She, Uncles wife died 
when the children were small and he never married again 
and is now the only one of my Uncles or Aunts that is 
living. He was alive and in good health on the 2Ist of 
April I869 and was in his 83rd year. He lives with his 


brother- in-law Jesse Cobb, near Waco,Kentucky. His sons 
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are both dead. He has Two Grandchildron living viz. 
_ Thomas and Evaline, children of his son Jossee 
wy Aunt Charity married Dawson Haggard. Theis, wore 
Samaol Baldwin, Nency, David Dawson, Mary Jane, Sarah, 
John William and Julie. samuel Baldwin married a girl 
named Mason. They have several children. They live in 
Chicago Illinois. Nancy married Hiram Morris. They have 
six children, three sons and three daughters « They live 
in Bloomington, Illinois, David D. married ----Minter. She 
hed a daughter. She died some years ogo. He again mar= 
ried Elizabeth Ballard. They have a large family and live 
in Bloomington Illinois. He is a Hardware Merchant. 
Mary Jane married a widower named John G. Schrock. 
They have three children, two sons and a daughter and now 
live in Bloomington 111. John We married Eliza Watson 
They have two children bothbons. Julia married Lemel 
Mathew. He died about eight years ago. She has two child- 
ren,sonse Sarah is still single and has delicate health. 
My Uncle Williem Baldwin never married. He lived all 
his days on the large farm that his Mother settled on, in 
Montgomery Gounty, Kentucky. after my Aunt Sarah Collins 
became a widow she lived with him and managed his house- 
hold. He became a man of wealth and had a great influence 
in his commmity and was much esteemed by all who knew 
him. He died, I think in August 1854 aged about 66 yearse 
My father James wills was born on the 8th of December 
1788, My mother Mary Jane Wills @formerly Mary Jane Bald- 
win) was born on the M0th of June 1789. ‘They were married 
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on the Sth of March I8II. My father was the youngest 
child, and after his marriage lived with my Grandfather 

on the farm on Eagle Creek until after I was borne On the 
Ist of March I8I12, ty oldest sister Magaret Ann was born & 
the 29th of May I814 I was born, was about six months old 
when Grandfather and Father sold the farm and moved into 
the village of Ripley. Tt was then called Stanton. My 
father kept the first Hotel ever kept in the village. While 
living there he was engaged in the business of buying and 
shipping produce to New Orleans. We lived in Ripley about 
two years and then moved intdchampaign County Ohio and 
remained there about five yearss. We lived on the waters 

of Buck Creek about 4 miles from Urbana. On the 19th of 
September I8%6 my seckond sister Sarah Ann was born. On 
the 18th of Aap smancecae brother John Baldwin was born. 

In September or October I62I my father moved back into 
Brown County. On the 29th of November I82I my brother 
Thomas Milton was born. After my father returned to Brown 
County he lived on a farm on the waters of Red Oak Creek. 
on the 7th of April 1825 my Grandfather Wills died. 

On the 24th of May I824 my brother James Johnston was born. 
In 1825 my father, @ form unimproved) on the headwaters of 
the East Fork of Eagle Creek near the County line, and I 
think moved on it in the fall of 1825, On the 25th of 
April 1827 my brother Mahlon Almada was born. On the 13th 


of Cotober 1829 my brother Samuel Andrew Rankin was borne 
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On the I8th day of March,my sister Mary Jane was born. 
While living on the farm we cleared off about 75 or a 
I00 acres of heavy timbered land and put up comfortable 
log houses, both residence and barn. At length my father 
concluded to sell and move to a new country, so we sold 
the farm and moved to Indiaha in the fall of I852. We 
arrived at my Uncle® Robert Harrah's in Green County Ind. 
on the 14th of November 1832, and until we could have 
time to find a place to suit uss,smoved into log cabin 
near said Uncles and remained in it about two months. 

While living there we were called upon to pass through 
the most trying affliction. Nearly all of the youngest 
members of the family had Scarlet Fever and my youngest 
sister who was then a baby had it very bad and it affect~ 
ed her hearing from which she never fully recoverd, but thie 
was not the worst, my sainted mother was attacked with what 
would now be celledpnounonias After suffering about 2 
weeks she died (without a murmur or word of complaint,with 
her soul full of the Savourts iow ete almost inaudible 
voice she would pray and on the Thursdey before she died 
she had Father bring each child to her and she would ask 
Our Heavenly Father to be a Mother to her children and to 
guide and direct them in the right wayjand to sustain them 
by Grace through 1itdena to guide and dirett them so that 
she would again be permitted to meet them in Glory. ‘Thus 
she committed us all into His hands before she died . After 
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that she becamo unconscioustand remained so until Satur- 
day evening following. One of our heighbors, a Babtist 
minister came over. Father got the Bible and Hymn Book. 
fhe preacher read a chapter and prayed and together they 
gang a little Hym, one of Mother®s: favorites, to our 
utter astonishment Mother commenced to sing the hym in 
a strong clear sweet voice,(for she was a good singer) 
Thoy kneeled down to pray and when the Preacher finished 
Mother made the best prayer, ] think ever I heard from 
fhe lips of mortal. It appeared that she was inspired, 
and I vorily think she was. after she finished her pray- 
er(for no one else prayed sudibly) she commended her soul 
and body to the Lord and closed her ogee a@ if in a sweet 


calm gentle sleep with a peaceful/smyle on her face, with- 


out a struggle or a groan, and thus at about 8'clock on 
the 27th of December 1832 her Spirit left her body and 
went to join the Heavenly Hosts around God's Throne to sing 
praises to the lamb that was slain for us forever. The 
mortal part of mother’ irests in the cemetery in Nine Mile 
Prairie, in the Harrah Settlement , Green County Indiana, 
And now dear mother thy teachings and admonitions and 
thy prayers have not been in vain. Some of those you loved 
so dear aro now with thee. 

A few days efter Mother died, fat'der moved on a farm 
that he purchased on the waters of Black Creek in Green 


County Indiana. On the 29th of June 1833 my brother 
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fhomas Milton died, on the 22nd of August 1835 my father 
married his seckond wife Elizabeth Swagerty, and on the 
BIet of August 1833 my Aunt Margaret Wilis died, She was 
my fat¥rs maiden sister spoken of in a preceding page who 
always lived with him after his first marriage. She was 
one of the most devoted christians I ever knew, and died 
as she had lived trusting in her Saviour. We all loved 
her ebout the same as we did our mother. 

Father lived on this farm a year, sold it and bought 
a farm about one and a haif miles south of Carlisle in 
Sullivan County Indiana and moved on it in the fall of 1853 
My stepmother had two children, they died in infancy, My 
oldest sister Margaret Ann was married onlthe I7th of October 
1833 to Leoner B, O'Haver, ‘They are living in Green Co, 
or Sullivan Co, Indiana, ‘they never had any children . 

Tas married on the 4th of OC ReDEE ERD Catherine 
Swagerty, Of my first wife's relatives thnow but Little. 
Her father was from Cocke County Tenn. He emigrated to 
Indiana in 1835. Hor mother died in the winter of 1836 
or 1837. Her brothers and sisters as fer as I know were 
Mary, Abraham, Elizabeth, Sarah, Susen, John Grenade, 
and Thomas Potter. I think probebly they are all dead. 
Her fathers neme was John. I think hor mother's name 
wes Elizabeth and her maiden name was Potter. On the 
17th dey of May 1837 my son James Milton wes born. I 
lived thon on Shaker Prairie Sullivan County Ind. in a 
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log cabin, built out of round poles and covered with clab- 
board. After my son was born my wife's heal tnjaev bed 

that we were compelled to break up housekeeping and go to 
my Fathers. We stayod there as long as she lived, On the 
25th of April 1857 my stepmother died and my father was 
agoin left a widower. My wife continued to dgecline in 
health (for she died of Gonsumption). On the 27th of June,\¢st 
she died, aged 25 years and 8 months. Her suffering dur- 
ing her illness was severe, but she bore it with patience 
and fortitude, She was a kind and good companion, On 

the 4th of Febuary I859 my father married his 3rd wife 
Sarah Morris a widow with 4 childrea, On the 22nd of 

May 1840 my half sister Amizer Josephine was born.Soon 
after my father was taken sick with Bilious Fever (it 

was in the latter part of Sept.). He died the I3th of 
October 1840, aged SI years IO months and 5 days. He was a 
member of the Presb}terian Churche In stature he was 
small, but very active and quick in thought and motion, 
He was industrious and a man of sterling qualities. I 
loved and admired him dearly. ‘he remains of my beloved 
father and his seckond wife and my first wife all rest 

in the burying ground on the farm where he lived, # miles 
south of Carlisle Indiana. On the 2ist of January I84I, 

I married my seckond wife Melinda Morris. She was a true 
helpmate and one of the best stepmothers for my child. 


We sottled on the east side of the County on a farm. WB 
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prospered and did well, but nebaetdasd in the winter of 
1842. She was a young robust woman and bit fair to outlive 
moe On the I7th of warel ae gave birth to a little son. 
From that time on she grew worse and died on the 3rd of 
April 1842, She died about 9 Otclock in the evening. The 
attending Physcian said her death was due to childbirth. 
This was another of the most severe and trying ordeals 
that I ever had to pass through. Rau akeer es all of my 
bright visions again of connubial bliss, were blighted. 
Sleep on my dear companions, Peace to thy ashes, often 
since you left me hevelthy spirits been with me, in my 
dreams to cheer me on my way, ere long I shall expect 

to strike hands with thee, in Glory, The mortal Part of 
my wife Malinda rests in the Cemetory on the Bluffs of 
the Wabash River on the Indiana side about 6 miles from 
Merom. The little babg dicd a few dys after, it's mother, 
and rests by her side. After my wife died my sister Sarah 
Ann came to live with me and continued with me until the 
Spring of I865. 

In the winter of I842 & 1843, I bought a farm in the 
southeast corner of Sullivan County and removed to it in 
the spring of 1843. It was a very good farm and I pros- 
pered butrimny constitution was breaking so I decided to give 
up farminge 

In tho summer of 18644 my brother James Tobe tons (who 


had lived with me after my seckond marriage) began to dew 
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cline in health, and in the fall he went to Kentucky to 
our Uncle! william Baldwins, to recruit his health and 

to go to school,(for he was anxious to complete his ed- 
ucation) but his health con tinued to decline after he ar- 
rived therdand on the morning of the 9th of January 1845 
he died, aged 20 years, 8 months & 7 days. He was one of 
the most studious young men I ever Rnew, posged with a 
giant intellect and if his life had been spared would cer- 
tainly have made his mark in the world. In the spring of 
1847, having sold my farm, I mo&€d to Merom, a village on 
the Bluffs of the Wabash River in Sullivan County, Ind. 

It was an unhealthy place, during the fall and winter of 
1855 & 1856, I was unable to attend to my business, I 
sold my property and in July 1856 moved to Bloomington Ill. 
While I lived in Merom my brother John Baldwin married 
Cassandra Morris on the 10 of March I850. She was a niece 
of my seckond wife. They now live in Heyworth, Me Lean Co. 
Illinois. Their children are James Almada, John Wesley, 
William Baldwin, Emaline, Sarah Ann, Mary Jano, Aarons 
Andrew, George Washington and Samuel Otha. They may have 
more. My brother Mahlon Almada was married on the I6th 
of March 1855 to Julia Catherine Wunenberg at Shelbyville 
Illinois and removed to Bloomington Illinois in the fall 
of 1855.(he had formerly lived in Bloomington, Ill. after 
my removal to Bloomington Tllemy health did not improve 


imnediately so I did not go into business, however we 
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bought lots in the Durley addition and built a very good 
wo story S8mge frame house and moved into it the sumer of 
1857. Wdlived in it for two years and sold it at a fine pro- 
fit. In the Autum , I think of 1857 my brother Samuel 
Andree Renkin was married to Miss C. Fe Smith in Iowa, he 
having emigrated to that State a few years previous. They 
have four children viz. Jehnathon, Willism, Charles and 

C. Frances, In the summer and fall of 1859 I engaged in 

the business of buying and selling nursery stock. In the 
spring of I860 my brother Alemada died(on the I3th of May 
1860) aged SSyears,I6 deys. The ignorant and bigoted’ 
physician did not recognize his lung trouble. He left one 
little child, a little boy, born in 1859. ythinkpbout the 
@nd of August. His name was Almada Preston. My brother on 
his death bed gave me hia little child with the request 
that I adopt him and let it share in my affections es my 
own, which I did. 

In the spring of 1859 my sister Mary Jane wes married 
to Leonidas H. Earnheart. They are now living in Fair- 
bury Illinois, whore they have resided since their marriage 
{They now have four children Chevncey Burnett, William Pres~ 
ton, Lucien Thayre and Sarah Caroline, In the spring of 
I860 after my brother Almada died I moved on the East- 
side of Bloomington and went into the nursery businesse 
In the spring of I86I we put out considerable nursery 
atock, On tho 23 of May I86I my son James Milton was 
married to Miss Emma Johnson. My son and his wife have 
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lived with me since the fall of 1862. On the 30th of 
August I86I my dear little adopted chiid(my brother Alamalas 
dying gift tome) 1 2) died, aged Byoars and 29 
dayse I have not the language to express my love for this 
little Angel. He was the most intelligent child for his 

age that I ever sawe I had made great calculations on his 
future, He now sleeps ny the side of his fathor and 2 
little sisters in the Cepetery south of the City of Bloom- 
ington Ill, Ere long I expect to join those blessed ones 
on the sunny banks of Eternal Deliverance, 

In the fail of 1862 erated John moved to this 
country from Iowa, he having,emtezated from Indiana to 
that State. on the 28th of April 1862 my daughter- in- 
law gave birth to her first child Edgar Frannie, ia the 
Spring of 1864 my brother Samuel Rankin Wills moved here 
from Iowa, In the spring of 1865 on April 9th my sister 
Sarah Ann was married to Samuel Saint John. ‘They have no 
children. They live in Chenoa Illinois at thig date Jan. 
8th, 18706 

In the eummer of 1865 I paxdd a visit to the land of 
my nativity, which I had not seen for 3I years. What a 
change had been wrought in that thirty one years is be- 
yond my power|to describe, All I can say is it appeared to 
me that everything had changed. I found but few people 
that I knew when a boy, suffice it to say however my 


visit was a pleasant onee While gone I visited the grave 
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of my dear mother in Indiana. On the 8th day of Septem- 
bor my daughter- in-law's seckond child was born Cerrie 
Permelia, In the Autumn of the same year I bought theland 
on which our nursery is now located( W. J. Lewis) formerly 
owned this land. 

In the Spring of 1866 we planted a great amount of 
nursery stock and bought more land. In June we bought 
3 acres in the Southeast corner of Dr. Re Nicoll's 40 
acres and commenced work on the house in which we now live 
and moved into it on the 27th day of July I866. 

In August and September we built our barns and first 
Greenhouse. Then we built a tenant house and a eeckond 
Greenhousdend put out a considerable amount of nursety 
stock, On the 3rd of September, in the middle of the night 
our barn was burned , horses and a great deal of other val- 
uable property such as tools etaeianisuens a neaiy oe but. 
we have outlived it. In the month of aepeiaeie Caeeaneee 
another barn and other improvementse On the I7th of Sept. 
1869 my daughter- in- law's $rd child Celestia May was 
borne On the Ist of October my sister- in- law! died (SameL- 
Rankin Wills's wife€Arinejjand on the 2nd, my son end I attend_ 
ed her funeral at Burlington Iowa. She left four little 
children, oné a babys 

In October we finished the barn. On the 2nd of Dec- 
ember my brother Samuel Rankin Wills married his second wife 
Augusta Smith and was living in Burlington Iowa December 4th 
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Now I have written these lines, letting the ideas 
flow to the paper without much reflection. as fast as 1% 
would come to my mind and doubtless there may be some 
errors in it, but the main points are substanially cor- 
rect, and to my son and his family and my brothers and 
sistors and relations and friends, 1s it dedicated, 
Thinking a genealogy of our family might be of interest to 
them and their posterity, and useful to them. Thus this 
record is left, by your Humble servant, and may the Good 
Lord biéss and take care of you all.

Wills, and Sally (X) Dixon (who seems to have been Sarah Sellars 
who married Thomas Dixon, Jr. in 1763.) 


The early Dixons in Edgecombe were: William Dixon (1760), Thomas Dizon . 
(1761), Joseph Dixon (1762), and an old man Retison Dixon in 1778 who 
also left a son Thomas Dixon, 


The early Dixons in Halifax Coe, Ne Ce were Elisha Dixon (1785), 
Nicholas Dixon (1760) and Jesse Dixon (1764) who appears to have wed 
Tobay Winter.
